A NOTE ON THE WORK OF 
FORD MADOX BROWN/ 

J^IADOX BROWN was born at a time 
when the world was resting after Her- 
culean strife, in 1821. He came of a 
fighting stock, a number of members 
of his family having taken part in the 
Napoleonic wars. His grandfather, a 
really great innovator, Dr. John Brown, 
the " anti-lancet " surgeon, had fought 
sturdily against the shedding of 
blood. Thus it was perhaps in the 
nature of things that Madox Brown, 
who was born on the threshold of an 
era of peace, should seem fated to be 
an assailant of the fortified positions 
of the rulers of the art of his day. 

^ This note on the work of Madox Brown 
is amplified in part from a paper upon the 
same subject delivered by myself before the 
Art Workers' Guild. I owe it also to Messrs. 
Longmans, Green and Co. to state that I 
have in one or two places, where it was 
unavoidable, transferred to this note several 
paragraphs from my " Life of Madox Brown,'' 
pubhshed by them. 
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lie acquired his knowledge of the 
rudiments of his art from various Bel- 
gian masters, most noteworthy amongst 
whom was Baron Wappers, who in his 
day had led the Romantic charge 
against the Classicists, and w^as thus a 
reformer too. 

But, in the late thirties, when Madox 
Brown was his pupil, Wappers w^as 
little more than a very mediocre im- 
mortalizer of local revolutions. He 
was, however, a very efficient master, 
and in Madox Brown he had a quick 
pupil, who speedily caught the trick 
and exhausted the secrets of the 
school of his master. 

Thus at the age of eighteen Madox 
Brown had painted what might not 
unfairly be called a representative 
work of the Belgian school, his " Exe- 
cution of Mary Queen of Scots." It is 
heavy in drawing, unattractive in 
colour, and conventional enough. But 
the effect aimed at is attained in a 
manner that is remarkable when one 
considers the youth of the painter. In 
Paris, whither he went at the age of 
nineteen, he did not enrol himself as a 
pupil at any of the ateliers, for already 
the leaven of his independent nature 
was beginning to work within him. 
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While he was still only twenty, he 
conceived the idea of lighting his pic- 
tures realistically. There remain two 
pictures of his, two subjects from 
Byron's " Manfred," in which the 
realistic scheme of lighting is carried 
out, falteringly, but recognizably. But 
so many doctrines and weapons of 
dogma protected the "studio-light" 
that Madox Brown's idea — the idea 
of a mere boy of twenty, — was shouted 
down by his comrades, and for the 
time abandoned. 

He then turned his attention to 
Rembrandt and the Spanish masters 
at the Louvre," and copied them dili- 
gently for the better part of two years, 
during which time he turned out 
several pictures more or less Rem- 
brandtish, notably the very fine 
" Parisina's Sleep." During all this 
time he was an assiduous worker 
" from the life," making literally in- 
numerable studies in every possible 
medium. 

To what extent the French school," 
with its cross tides and currents influ- 
enced him it is difficult to decide. To 
say that he remained uninfluenced, 
would, of course, be absurd. The France 
of the day was the France of Delaroche, 
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Delacroix, Gcricaiilt, and IngTes, to 
mention the men whom Madox Brown 
especially admired in after years. lie 
must have drawn a good deal of in- 
spiration from the three first, perhaps 
more than any from Delaroche. 

In any case, he left Paris a master • 
of his style, firm in every direction — 
witness his Westminster Hall cartoons, 
—the "Harold," the Spirit of Jus- 
tice," and the "Adam and Eve." 
Whilst executing these cartoons,^ he 
made a short stay in London, where 
he regarded himself very much in the 
light of a foreigner (1844-5.). But 
towards the end of 1845, the health of 
his wife, who suffered from consump- 
tion, became so bad that, in the hopes 
of saving her life, he set out for Rome, 
travelliner via the Rhine and Bale. 

His stay in Rome was short, for his 
wife grew no better in the Italian 
climate, and Madox Brown returned 
precipitately in order to satisfy her 

^ The cartoons attracted very little notice 
on theiff exhibition, but are all of them works 
of great merit. Two of them, the " Harold," 
and the " Spirit of Justice," are in public 
hands in London, the former at the South 
London School of Art, Camberwell, the latter 
at the Westminster Technical Institute. 
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wish to die in England. But in spite 
of its short duration, this Italian 
journey proved the turning point of 
his career as an artist. 

He returned to England (finally as 
it proved), in 1846, with his entire art- 
orthodoxy shivered to pieces. On 
the one hand, the sight of Holbein's 
works in their mass at Bale had given 
him the idea of realistic handling of 
which he does not seem to have had 
any previous inkling ; on the other, 
the glimpse of Italian pictures had 
broken the globe of his semi-orthodox 
colour-sense into prismatic h'agments. 

We see the conflicting tendencies 
in his mind shadowed in various ways 
in his work during this period. In 
the first place in Rome itself, (1845), 
he conceived the scheme of a great 
triptych ^^'hich was to portray the 
leading lights of English poetry. 
Madox Brown's patriotic spirit was in 
fact aroused to the pitch of rivalry by 
the sight of Italian glorification of its 
own national sentiment. This work, 
which proved impracticable, afterwards 
took shape as the picture of " Chau- 
cer at the Court of Edward III.," the 
birth of English poetry. 

Immediately after returning from 
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Italy, he commenced a cartoon, " Oure 
Ladye of Good Children," which was 
meant to be entirely Italian in senti- 
ment. But, almost at the same time 
he was experimenting in his " Por- 
trait of Mr. Bamford," essaying a 
return to the soil. As he says : 

Wishing to substitute simple imi- 
tation for scenic effectiveness, and 
purity of natural colour for scholastic 
depth of tone, I found no better way 
of doing so than to paint what I 
called a Holbein of the nineteenth cen- 
tury. I might perhaps have done so 
more effectively, but stepping back- 
wards is stumbling work at best." 

How difficult the task was, and 
over what obstacles he had to stumble 
it is hard to realize nowadays. There 
were so many century-sanctioned tra- 
ditions, such indifference to nature, 
and such slipshod, easy methods of 
conception, with which officialism at 
one and the same time fortified its 
position, and made easy its own con- 
ventionalized w^ork, that it is wonder- 
ful that Madox Brown, or anyone 
else, trained orthodoxly, could see the 
way to light of any kind. 

This was in 1846. 

During the next two years he was

engaged in "working out" his theories, 
and at the end of that time was 
founded the Pre-Raphaelite Brother- 
hood . 

Madox-Brown was intimately asso- 
ciated - with the movement in all its 
stages. He was the master of Rossetti, 
who at that time nearly revered him, 
and who loved him and was loved by 
him to the end. He was intimate 
with Mr. Plunt, Mr, Stephens, Mr. W. 
M. Rossetti, and the late Sir John 
Millais, and other members of the 
Brotherhood. But he was somewhat 
older than any of the seven, and was 
far more skilled in the practise of his 
art than any of them at that time. 

Thus he was never an official 
member of the Brotherhood, which 
at the time of its founding was more 
a whimsicality of seven young men 
than a serious society to which a 
rather soured and saddened artist of 
twenty-seven would care to belong. 

As to what are Madox Brown's 
claims to be considered the originator 
of the movement it w^ould be gratuitous 
to attempt to decide. He certainly 
did foreshadow the movement towards 
thorough and whole devotion to truth, 
to Nature. But working alone he had 
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found it hard to see as far before him 
as the Pre-RaphaeHtes in a body 
subscquently did. His three most 
important pictures belonging to this 
period WickUffe and John Gaunt," 
" Cordelia at the bedside of Lear/' and 
"Chaucer at the Court of Edward III./' 
are all suggestive of this. They are 
all, in fact, selective. 

In the composition of two of them, 
at least, the "Wickliffe" and the 
" Chaucer " we find very strong traces 
of the"German" or Architectural style. 
That is to say, they are balanced to 
fall symmetrically and well within a 
Gothic arch, the hero or heroes of the 
pictures being in the centre and high- 
est in the picture, the remainder of the 
figures, by one device or another, drop- 
ping lower and lower in the composi- 
tion. This is not so much the case 
with the last composed, the " Lear," ^ 

On the other hand, decided attempts 
at realism of light and archjEology are 
made in all of them — ^with varied 
success. In sum — in them all Madox 
Brown made strenuous efforts to be 

^ The Chaucer," it must be remembered, 
was composed in 1845 and re-composed in 
1846, the "Wickliffe" in 1847, the "Lear" 
in 1848. 
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true to nature, but his early training 
hampered him all too much. 

The Pre-Raphaelite movement had, 
of course, sides other than the merely 
realistic. Its members wished their 
work to exhibit minuteness of finish 
and a certain early Italian sentiment ; 
the first, as young men wanting in 
technical skill ; the second, as persons 
drawing their sentiments of what 
nature-inspired art should be from the 
early Italian Masters. [This latter 
quality, however, was not essential — 
rather incidental.] 

Up to this time (1851) Madox 
Brown's work possessed neither of 
these qualities, and though in the 
decade following he excelled in the 
matter of minuteness, his real heart 
was never in accord with early Italian 
feeling. 

Immediately after the completion of 
"Chaucer/' in 185 1, Madox Brown 
entered into what I will style his 
middle period." He plunged into 
the study of absolute realism and of 
almost absolute minuteness of render- 
ing. 

The first work of this period was the 
little picture of the " Pretty Baa 
Lambs " which is better described by 
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its alternative title of " Summer Heat." 
It is little more than a very laborious 
but not very attractive study of light 
on a very hot day. 

The next was the sufficiently well- 
known " Christ and Peter,'' now in the 
National Gallery. This picture, as it 
at present stands, has been so fre- 
quently worked upon in after years 
that it cannot be considered as repre- 
sentative of the artist's work in 185 1, 
but rather blending of his styles 
of many subsequent years. 

With this exception, none of Madox 
Brown's works painted between 185 1 
and 1863 can be called aesthetically 
attractive. On the other hand, they 
have excellencies of their own, that 
must entitle them to respectful atten- 
tion and admiration. The amount of 
work devoted to each picture was so 
great that during twelve years he pro- 
duced only two works of any size ; but 
these w^ere the pictures of the " Last of 
England," and " Work." 

The first was painted during a period 
of " Sturm und Drang " — the artist 
struggling against untoward circum- 
stances, with unsuccess his present 
portion, and poverty apparently in the 
near future, depicted what might 
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well have been his lot in life. The 
picture represents an unsuccessful man 
of the middle class with his family 
growing up around him forced to seek 
a new home, " amid Australian toils." 
As a matter of fact, during the three 
years that saw the painting of the 
" Last of England," Madox Brown 
was seriously contemplating emigra- 
tion. 

Woolner the sculptor, one of his 
friends of the Pre-Raphaelite band, 
had been forced to resort to the des- 
perate expedient of seeking a fortune in 
the gold-fields, and Madox Brown had 
accompanied him as far as the mouth 
of the Thames. 

This realistic subject is rendered 
realistically enough, but withal sym- 
pathetically. The smallest details of 
costume, etc., are rendered, but every 
detail has a significance— tells a story 
of its own. The picture is so full 
of thought that it is difficult to take it 
in at a whole at one visit. It is like a 
book that has to be thought over and 
laid down as the mind assimilates it 
chapter by chapter. 

All this may be said of the picture 
of " Work," a picture which from the 
time of its conception until its comple- 
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tion occupied the artist's mind for 
eleven years. 

It is a glorification of work for itsown 
sake — " work which tans the brow of 
lusty manhood, casting out its devils." 

There is not much thought of ulti- 
mate reward in the picture. Navvies 
toil^ and moil, philosophers wrack 
their brains, and there is no hint of 
the small pile of silver and copper 
that waits on Saturday night. The 
philosopher's labour we know will 
hardly bring that small reward. 
Thus " Work," too, is biographical. 
^ Madox Brown was content to knit 
his brows and work with his hands, to 
" cast out his devils " by means of hard 
work during those eleven years, and to 
paint a picture for which he knew he 
could not receive adequate pay. 

But " Work," with its endlessly ex- 
pressed detail, served as so much expe- 
rience, each figure was a " study " and 
an exhaustive one. Thus as his circum- 
stances grew easier Madox Brown's 
methods broadened out. His work 
mellowed, his outlines grew less hard, 
his colour more harmonious and, in 
what I will call his "third period" 
—from 1 863- 1 878— he became an 
" aestheticist." 
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It is as such, I believe, that he is 
best known to-day. 

Be this as it may, it seems to me 
that this phase of his art was less his 
own, less personal, less individual than 
the former one. It was towards 1863 
that the mediaeval- aesthetic movement 
began to gain ground. That wonderful 
" Firm," Morris, Marshall, Faulkner and 
Co., had been formed. Mr. Morris, Sir 
E. Burne-Jones, Rossctti, and Madox 
Brown were all of its number, and 
Madox Brown, with his mind always 
open to receive whatever was good in 
any movement, was overwhelmed by a 
"movement" which had so great an 
amount of good in it. 

In bringing about this renaissance 
of mediaeval feeling Madox Brown 
had his share, and he was also a 
pioneer in the domain of applied arts. 

For some years before the " Firm " 
existed or was thought of, he had 
designed his own furniture and his 
designs very much forecast those that 
the " Firm " afterwards gave to the 
world. 

Adaptation to need, solidity, a 
kind of homely beauty, and, above 
all, absolute disassociation from all 
false display, veneering, and the like ; 
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— these things Madox Brown had 
in his mind when designing home- 
surroundings for himself and his 
friends. That he should have done as 
much alone, amidst the sham and now 
nearly inconceivable hideousness of 
early Victorian furniture, says much 
for him. 

It is also interesting to consider that, 
not content with designing furniture, 
heattempted to exhibit thesedesigns at 
the Hogarth Club, an exhibiting club, 
of w^hich he was one of the founders. 
The hanging committee, however, not 
considering the designs to be speci- 
mens of fine-art proper," rejected 
them, and this attempt to institute an 
Arts and Crafts Exhibition in 1858 
proved futile. It was for Morris and 
Company that Madox Brown designed 
the enormous number of cartoons for 
stained glass, which exhibit many of 
his finest qualities. Whether for 
quality of line, elevation of style, or 
merely for inexhaustible fertility of 
invention and adaptibility to the pur- 
pose for which they were intended, 
the cartoons must surely seem a re- 
markable feature in the tale of any 
man's w^ork, however much they may 
occasionally offend in the direction of 
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purposed grotesqueness or want of re- 
straint. 

All Madox Brown's pictures painted 
between the years 1863 and 1878, or 
thereabouts, exhibit, as I have said, a 
kindred aesthetic spirit, which shews 
itself in the designs for stained glass, for 
book-illustrations, and in his larger 
works themselves. One class of work 
is always the complement of the other, 
the stained-glass cartoons serving di- 
rectly or indirectly as " studies " for 
the pictures, the pictures and designs 
for wood-engraving serving to show 
the further drift of the cartoons. 

The chief characteristics of his work 
at this time were great strength, and 
strong beauty of line, richness and 
harmoniousness of colour, and, as far 
as subject is concerned, a striving after 
the mystically poetic. Thus we have 
works like the " Romeo and Juliet," 
*' Cordelia's Portion," or the " Entomb- 
ment." 

In the later years of his hard-work- 
ing life, Madox Brown's style under- 
went some modification, due, to a large 
extent, to the nature of his work. 
Not specimens of pure fresco, the 
mural decorations at the Town Hall, 
Manchester, were works on too large 

B 
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a scale to admit of a Pre-Raphaelite 
treatment, towards which he might 
have returned. The kind of subjects 
did not admit of a very poetic or 
sensuous handling. ' But they called 
for, and permitted a splendid display 
of what was throughout Madox 
Brown's life his strong point, dra- 
matic handling. Besides this, Madox 
Brown chose to treat the pictures as 
far as possibly, decoratively, and as a 
dramatic-decorative series it would, I 
think, be very hard to find their equal. 

In them, too, re-appear Madox 
Brown's humorous instincts, his sym- 
pathy with the small incidents that 
emphasize and comment upon the 
central idea of a dramatic work. The 
later panels show signs of a failing 
hand, but not of an enfeebled mind. 
Possibilities are brought out of most 
unpromising subjects, and in no ordi- 
nary way, too, is the decorative unity 
of the series preserved. His last 
finished work was the last panel of 
the series.

As an artist, Madox Brown's per- 
sonality was scarcely a nineteenth 
century one. He seemed to derive 
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his inspirations from different and 
distant sources. It would be impos- 
sible to apply the adjective "fin-dc- 
siecle" to him. His mind was almost 
Chaucerian, and his work mirrored his 
mind. Simple and shrewd, rough and 
sympathetic, tractable and obstinate, 
he was to the end of his life, more 
than half a child. His sympathies 
were so wide that he seldom ex- 
pressed himself inadequately, whether 
his subject were of the hempen home- 
spun, or the grandly tragic. On the 
other hand, his naivete was frequently 
extreme, and to many cultured (I am 
tempted to say "over-cultured") per- 
sons, distressing. His work was al- 
ways broad, not very often delicate or 
particularly subtle, insular rather than 
cosmopolitan, but never lacking in a 
sort of noble, personal style. 

Working much alone, out of the 
beaten tracts of the Art world, he 
gained much in individuality, but lost 
much of that facility which is born of 
competition. Therefore he must either 
repel strongly or appeal strongly. He 
sounded in the world a note quite his 
own, at a time when the general taste 
of the day was against him. But 
neglect and want of success did not 
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discourage him. Least of all did he 
seek popularity, but lived his life, and 
did his work, self-asscrtively enough, 
but without nauch thought for the 
loaves and fishes.
